Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art of record, U.S. Patent No. 5,288,467 to BEIRMAIER, fails to 
teach or reasonably suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, BEIRMAIER discloses 
a chamber with an intake assembly, plural blowers and plural gate elements readable 
on a pressure equalization system. However, BEIRMAIER does not disclose the 
claimed pressure equalization system having a heating element in an intake assembly 
chamber connected to a washing chamber, the pressure equalization system having 
two gate elements responsive to a negative pressure in the chamber such that a gate 
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element in the intake assembly chamber allows air flow into the intake and washing 
chamber from outside the washer in response to a negative pressure in the washing 
chamber to equalize pressure in the washing chamber. For at least the foregoing 
reasons, claim 1 is believed to recite patentable subject matter.
